ACCOUNT OF PROGRESS MADE ON THE 
STATISTICAL RETURNS, 



Preparing under the Orders of The Honourable House of Commons, of the 
7th day of May 1824, and the 25th day of February 1825. 



AN the receipt of the former of the foregoing Orders, arrangements were imme- 
diately made for preparing the Returns required, for the whole of Ireland. Those 
for the County of Carlow were in such a state of progress, that one Barony (according 
to which it was proposed that the whole should be executed) was nearly completed; 
when, on the close of the Session, it was conceived by Government, that the Order of 
the House had dropped; and upon its being submitted, that the proceedings might be 
carried on prospectively, with a view to having the Returns in a state of forwardness for 
the ensuing Session, it was then considered, that there was no Fund applicable to its 
execution ; and consequently, that all further proceedings, under the Order, should be 
suspended. 

Under these circumstances, the Barony of Ruthvilhj, in the County of Carlow, which 
is now respectfully submitted, is the only portion of the Statistical Returns that could 
be completed, until the necessary means for carrying the Orders of the House fully into 
execution shall have been provided. 

The sources whence the Tables and Parochial Summaries, thereto annexed, have 
been formed, were derived chiefly from the proceedings had under the Act of the 55th 
of his late Majesty, for taking an Account of the Population of Ireland ; during the 
progress of which (as is stated in the Preliminary Observations to the Return of those 
proceedings, made to Parliament in July 1823) measures were taken to collect every 
additional information, for ascertaining the topographical arrangements of the Country, 
both civil and ecclesiastical, that could be elicited under the authority of that Statute; 
with the view of determining the density of Population in the several Counties, and of 
elucidating the various statistical circumstances of this part of the British Empire. 

The First Division of the Tables hereunto annexed, specifying the “ Acreable 
Contents” of each Townland in the Parishes respectively, is compiled from Returns 
made by the Enumerators, their assistants, or others well acquainted with the local 
circumstances of the District. 

The Second Division, specifying the average “ Value of the Land,” both according 
to the rent actually paid, and that which it would bring, if let at the rates of rent in 
1821, is derived from the same sources : the former of these points having been ascer- 
tained from actual inquiry ; the latter, according to the rate at which Lands of similar 
value were known to have been let at that period. 

The Third Division, entitled “ Local Taxation,” has been derived from the County 
and Parish books, and from the information of persons engaged in the collection of the 
Local Taxes. 

The 
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The Fourth Division, specifying the “ Proprietors in Fee,” and the “ Number of 
intermediate interests;” that is, the number of individuals who hold between the 
Proprietor in fee as head landlord and the occupying Tenant, is taken from the informa- 
tion of the Enumerators, or other persons well acquainted with the respective Districts: 
the column of the “ Freeholders,” is formed from the printed Returns, published in the 
several Counties, under Acts of the Legislature provided for that purpose. 

The remaining parts of the Table are wholly taken from the Returns collected under 
the Population Act, all of which are now deposited in the Record Tower, Dublin 
Castle. 

The Parochial Abstract or Summary, annexed to each Table, is compiled from 
such miscellaneous observations, inserted by the Enumerators in their respective 
Returns, as could not be introduced into the Tables, aided and corrected by the Clergy 
in the several Parishes ; from whose zealous and continued assistance, the Statement of 
the parochial boundaries and several other collateral circumstances have been mainly 
derived. These Summaries have been further illustrated by the information collected 
in compiling the Parochial Survey or Statistical Account of Ireland, and from other 
authorities, both in print and manuscript, from which additional authentic information 
could be obtained. 

In forming the averages, and making the calculations introduced into the Parochial 
Summaries, minute fractional parts have been rejected : hence, in some of the calcula- 
tions, there appears a trifling difference between the Totals formed according to the 
averages, and those arising from the addition of the actual amounts. Such differences 
are too small to produce a material error in the Statement of any single Parish; and 
when the accounts of the Parishes are combined into those of Baronies, their relative 
value is considerably diminished. 

On completing the Return, it was intended that the Baronial Summaries should be 
compiled into those of Counties; and those again into that of Provinces, from which 
a grand Summary of the whole of Ireland should be formed. 

In conclusion, the officer appointed under the Act, humbly begs leave to add, that 
the Statistical Returns, for the whole of Ireland, can be made out according to 
the Plan now submitted, as soon as the means for defraying the expenses that must 
necessarily be incurred, shall have been provided for carrying the Order of the House 
into complete effect.

Nearly one- third of the farms arc less than j acres cacl, , more than onctolf 
are less than to .acres 1 one twcnlleth are of 50 acres and upwards. Tile 
average quantity of land held by each resident farmer, amounts to ao acre, 
nearly. Ihc hog averages at j. of an acre for each family. Though there 
arc no large tracts of water, the Barony is well supplied by the Slaney, the 
Derrccn, and the numerous rivulets that fall into those rivers. 



S. Ram a no Tanas : — Ti.o rout actually paid is less than the esti- 
mated rent, by 3..

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6.— Proprietary:— If the Barony were equally divided among the pro- 
prietors in fee, each would possess 853 acres. One-third of the whole is 
held by the occupying tenants immediately from the proprietor in fee, without 
the intervention of middlemen. There is but one instance of three interme- 
diate interests standing between the proprietor and the occupier of the soil. 

Of the freeholders, about $ths are of the lowest class, or 40s. freeholders. 

7 - Population : — There is one individual to every acres nearly, or 
one family to every 1 o acres. The families average at 5* souls each nearly. 

8. — Education More than one-third of the children between the ages 

of 5 and 15 attend schools within the Barony. Of the children under 
5 years, 343 are foundlings ; 294 from the Foundling Hospital in Dublin, 
and 49 from Roman Catholic charitable institutions in the same city; for 
bach of these children, the Hospital pays 4 guineas per annum, and it is 
stated that this is often the main support of the families who keep them. 
The Chapel children from Dublin are nursed for 2 guineas per annum. 

9. — Occupations Somewhat less than one-fourth of the whole popu- 

lation, or about one-third of that between the ages of 15 and 60, are occu- 
pied. The average proportions of occupations are as follow :

g .— Occupations -continued. 

Tjius, the agricultural occupations arc nearly one-half, or (in- 
cluding the servants, who may be considered us chiefly subser- 
vient to the agricultural class,) three-fourths of the whole popu- 
lation. The manufacturing arc chiefly employed in spinning and 
weaving. Among: the miscellaneous occupations, there are, of 
the liberal professions, 6 clergymen of the Established Church, 
7 of the Roman Catholic, and 1 surgeon. There is i attorney 
in the Barony. 

10. Ecclesiastical Arrangements : — This Barony is 
wholly within the Diocese of Lcighlin. It is ecclesiastically con- 
sidered to contain the following Parishes:
